Austin, Texas, Feb. 22.—The Burm eister tick eradication 
bill, revising the present tick eradication laws as administered 
by the Sanitary Live Stock Commission, was engrossed by the 
House Monday afternoon by a vote of 67 to 50. The bill was d is-1 
cussed most of the day. More than a dozen amendments, includ- J 
iug seven committee changes, and others mostly corrective, of­ 
fered by Mr. Burmeister, wrere adopted. 
The bill, which completely revises the live stock sanitary 
code, was taken up by the House Monday morning as a pend­ 
ing special order. The bill revises the present zone system, and 
increases the discretionary power of the Live Stock Sanitary 
Commission to conduct eradication work in the zones. 
A committee composed of Leonard Tillotson, Austin county; 
Caesar Kleberg Cameron county; M. O’Connor, Victoria county; 
W. IL Fleming, Maverick county; C. B. Lucas, Goliad county; F. 
H. Burmeister, McMullen county, and A. P. Ward, Jackson coun­ 
ty, drafted the bill, with the aid of the sanitary commission and 
stock men. 
THREE AREAS CREATED. 
The Thirty-Fifth Legislature enacted what is known as the 
tick eradication law, and revised the body of laws administered 
by the Live Stock Commission. That law, recognizing the great 
area of the state which m ust be cleaned of the fever-carrying 
tick, the difficulties to be encountered in its destruction, and the 
expense th at would be involved, divided the state into three areas, 
known as Zones I, 2 and 3, and directed the work to be taken 
up in each zone on certain dates. 
In Zone I, the law required the work to begin on March I, 
1919; in Zone 2 the work was to begin on Jan. I, 1920, and in 
Zone 3 the work was directed to be begun on Jan. I, 1922. 
On March I, 1919, when tick eradication began in Zone I 
as required by law, there were about sixty counties in Zone I in 
which no work had been conducted. 
Eleven of these counties 
were cleaned up and released during 1919. leaving forty-nine 
counties in Zone I yet to be freed of ticks. 
The law required 
Zone 2 to begin Jan. I, 1920, and there were thirty-four coun­ 
ties in Zone 2 to be cleaned up. The forty-nine counties in Zone

ic with no more system and construc­ 
tive planning and actual 
knowledge 
than the cow uses whim she goes out 
in the morning, feeds all day and 
comes in at night.” 
When he first 
made this statement I will

that I was mad. My folks are farmers 
and I have farmed quite a little my 
s'lf, and it was but the natural thing 
for me to resent such a 
statement. 
However, I have been thinking a great

I wouldn’t 
compare the farmer to a cow, quite, 
hut T do believe that, ar. a class, the 
farmer uses his head less than

other. 
He never knows an jibing for 
certain about what the next year de­ 
mands will be for what he is planting 
this season, nor does he try to learn 
inst how and when will he the best 
v av' to market his products, and in 
inst what quantities other parts of 
the country will grow what 
he

planting. 
The farmer plants this years crop I 
Mist like last years and the years be- I 
fore simply because It is too much 1 
trouble and requires too mueh hard J 
work to reallv chance. 
And I would I 
not be afraid to wager 
this 
years I 
work with anv man that the cotton I 
Fj.rmer will grow a ten million balei 
crep of cotton this vear. And this In ! 


other parts of the world will raise, 
there will be all the cotton the world 
can use 
for 
fully 
another 
year. 
And, when these facts are right be­ 
fore our eyes, is it 
little 
wonder 
that a fellow' would say “the farmer 
is the biggest fool on earth," 
and 
compare his thinking capacity with 
that of a cow? 
If I were a banker or merchant or 
anyone extending help or credit to 
the farmer I wouldn’t let out a cent 
either in supplies tor money 
to any 
farmer who planted over a third of 
a crop of cotton. 
This is the only 
way to really cut the crop. 
If the 
farmer is left to himself he 
will 
raise a ten million bale crop. Then. 
by next November you couldn’t sell 
a bale of cotton at any price. There
